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Livestock  on  Farms,  January  1,  1931 

Numbers  of  hogs,  horses,  and  mules  on  farms  decreased  dur- 
ing 1930  and  numbers  of  cattle  and  sheep  increased  according 
to  the  estimate  of  the  department  showing  the  number  oT  each 
species  on  farms  January  1,  1931  and  revised  figures  for  Jan- 
uary 1,  1930  and  1929.  The  number  of  milk  cows  and  yearling 
heifers  kept  for  milk  cows  also  increased  but  there  was  a  de- 
crease in  heifer  calves  being  saved  for  milk  cows. 

When  the  numbers  of  all  livestock  are  combined  into  units 
that  allow  for  differences  in  size  and  feed  requirements  among 
the  several  species  the  total  number  of  animal  units  on  January 
1,  1931,  was  practically  the  same  as  on  January  1,  1930,  and  but 
little  different  from  the  numbers  on  January  1,  1929  and  1928. 

The  total  values  of  ea-ch  of  the  species  of  livestock  declined 
sharply  during  1930  due  to  the  drop  in  value  per  head.  The 
total  value  of  all  livestock  on  January  1,  1931,  was  $4,366,000,000 
compared  with  $5,888,000,000  January  1,  1930.  The  total 
value  on  January  1,  1931,  was  the  lowest  since  January  1,  1912. 

Horses. — The  number  of  horses  on  farms  continued  to 
decline  in  1930  at  about  the  same  rate  as  in  recent  jears.  The 
number  on  January  1,  1931,  was  12,803,000  head  compared  to 
13,364,000  head  on  January  1,  1930,  and  21,555,000  head 
January  1,  1918,  the  high  point  in  horse  numbers.     The  value 


per  head  of  horses  on  January  1,  1931,  this  year  was  $61.36 
compared  with  $70.69  last  year,  and  the  total  value  was 
$785,624,000  this  year  compared  with  $944,709,000  last  year. 

Mules. — The  decrease  in  mule  numbers  in  1930  was  the  largest 
since  numbers  began  to  decline  about  five  years  ago.  The 
numbers  on  January  1,  1931,  were  5,131,000  and  on  January  1, 
1930,  5,279,000  head,  values  per  head  were  $68.60  this  year  and 
$82.97  last  year  and  total  values  were  $351,994,000  this  year  and 
$438,019,000  last  year. 

Cattle  numbers  on  farms  increased  again  in  1930.  The  num- 
ber of  all  cattle  on  January  1,  1931,  was  58,955,000  head,  on 
January  1,  1930,  it  was  57,978,000  head  and  on  January  1,  1928, 
it  was  55,676,000  head  the  recent  low  number.  The  value  per 
head  January  1  this  year  was  $39.71  compared  with  $57.30 
January  1,  1930.  The  value  per  head  this  year  was  the  lowest 
since  1926.  The  total  valuation  of  all  cattle  January  1  this 
vear  was  $2,340,921,000  and  on  January  1,  1930,  it  was  $3,321,- 
992,000. 

The  numbers  of  milk  cows  (cows  and  heifers  2  years  old  and 
over  kept  for  milk)  and  yearling  heifers  kept  for  milk  cows  are 
included  in  the  "all  cattle"  figures.  The  number  of  milk  cows 
increased  materially  in  1930  but  there  was  little  increase  in  the 
number  of  heifers  kept  for  milk  cows.  The  number  of  milk 
cows  on  January  1,  1931,  was  22,975,000  head  and  on  January 
1,  1930,  was  22,443,000  head.  The  value  per  head  of  milk 
cows  this  year  at  $57.57  was  much  below  that  of  a  year  ago  when 
it  was  $83.43.  The  number  of  yearling  heifers  kept  for  milk 
cows  was  4,688,000  this  year  and  4,675,000  last.

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The  Agricultural  Outlook,  1931 

The  complete  Agricultural  Outlook  for  1931  is  now  available  in  a  91-page  printed 
bulletin  known  as  Miscellaneous  Publication  No.  108.  The  outlook  has  been  sum- 
marized in  a  more  popular  16-page  form,  especially  for  the  use  of  farmers,  and  will 
be  known  as  Miscellaneous  Publication  No.  112.  Either  publication,  according  to 
the  needs  of  the  individual,  can  be  had  free,  as  long  as  the  supply  lasts,  upon  appli- 
cation to  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics,  Washington,  l5.  C. 

There  is  some  prospect  for  a  gradual  recovery  in  the  domestic 
demand  for  farm  products  the  latter  half  of  this  .year,  and  for 
lower  production  costs,  according  to  the  annual  Agricultural 
Outlook  report  issued  February  2  by  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural 
Economics.  Except  in  the  case  of  wheat  and  pork  products, 
some  recovery  in  foreign  demand  also  seems  likely. 

This  prospect  of  improvement  is  based  on  the  belief  that  the 
world-wide  economic  depression  will  have  run  the  worst  of  its 
course  by  the  summer  of  1931  as  consumption  of  many  indus- 
trial products  is  now  outrunning  production.  Prospects  also 
will  be  affected  by  the  volume  of  agricultural  production  in  1931. 

Although  production  credit  may  be  curtailed,  ample  market- 
ing credit  is  expected.  Farm  wages  are  the  lowest  in  many 
seasons,  and  building  materials  and  fertilizer  prices  are  lower 
than  they  were  a  year  ago. 

The  report  states  that  "wheat  growers  are  faced  with  rather 
discouraging  market  prospects;  that  unless  yields  throughout 
the  world  should  be  materially  below  average,  prices  are  likely 
to  continue  to  be  low.  World  production  has  been  increasing 
faster  than  consumption  for  some  years  and  burdensome  stocks 
have  been  piling  up  so  that  the  world  carry-over  on  July  1  next 
wiJJ  again  be  abnormally  large. 

"Some  increase  is  expected  in  the  commercial  consumption 
of  corn  in  the  United  States,  but  foreign  demand  is  not  expected 
to  be  large  unless  the  production  of  feed  crops  in  Europe  is  less 
than  average  and  the  Argentine  surplus  is  small.  Prices  in  the 
1931-32  season  are  expected  to  average  somewhat  lower  than  in 
the  current  season,  but  some  improvement  in  cash  corn  prices  is 
looked  for  before  the  1931  crop  is  available.  There  will  be  a 
tendency  to  increase  corn  acreage  in  the  Corn  Belt  to  replace 
reduced  stocks. 

"There  will  be  a  decreased  market  demand  for  oats,  and  live- 
stock producers  in  the  spring  wheat  area  are  advised  to  cut 
sufficient  oats  for  hay  to  insure  ample  forage  for  feeding  require- 
ments, in  view  of  prospective  small  hay  supplies  next  season. 
There  is  indication  of  less  strength  in  the  market  demand  for 
barley.  Prospect  of  a  slight  reduction  in  hog  production  this 
37ear  is  regarded  as  a  favorable  factor  in  the  long-time  outlook 
for  the  hog  industry. 

"Cattle  prices  the  first  half  of  1931  are  expected  to  average 
considerably  below  those  of  the  first  half  of  1930,  but  it  is 
believed  that  prices  of  most  classes  and  grades  will  improve 
during  the  second  half  of  the  year.  The  livestock  industries 
will  have  the  advantage  of  relatively  cheap  feed  grain. 

"Sheep  producers  are  faced  with  the  problem  of  reducing 
breeding  stock  numbers  and  disposing  of  a  larger  proportion  of 
their  annual'  lamb  production  through  slaughter  channels,  in 
order  to  improve  the  economic  position  of  the  industry.  World 
wool  production  continues  near  record  levels,  and  present  world 
stocks  are  large. 

"The  dairy  industry  has  been  expanded  to  the  point  where 
even  with  the  expected  improvement  in  the  business  situation 
the  bureau  believes  that  the  former  favorable  relations  of  prices 
of  dairy  products  to  the  prices  of  other  farm  products  will  not 
be  restored  this  year.  Domestic  prices  of  dairy  products  have 
declined  nearly  to  the  world  level,  and  foreign  markets  do  not 
afford  an  advantageous  outlet  for  American  dairy  products. 

"Some  improvement  in  the  price  trend  of  eggs  may  be  ex- 
pected during  the  last  half  of  1931;  poultry  prices  for  the  first 
half  of  1931  are  expected  to  be  somewhat  above  those  of  the 
same  period  a  year  ago." 

The  bureau  says  with  regard  to  vegetables  that  "increased 
supplies  of  potatoes  in  prospect  in  the  1931  crop  year  will  more 
than  offset  any  improvement  in  demand;  a  large  increase  in 
sweetpotato  production  is  expected;  cabbage  growers  in  the  late 
States  will  receive  lower  prices  than  in  1930  unless  acreage  is 
reduced;  lettuce  growers  must  guard  against  overexpansion  in 
production;  production  of  late  onions  should  be  reduced;  and 
the  maintenance  of  the  1930  acreage  of  tomatoes  for  canning 
and  manufacture  this  season  may  result  in  excessive  supplies." 

Regarding  fruits^  the  bureau  says  that  "market  prospects 
justify  the  maintenance  of  the  present  numbers  of  apple  trees 
in  commercial  orchards,  and  possibly  some  increase;  although 
the  trend  of  orange  production  is  upward,  the  increase  now  in 
prospect  does  not  appear  excessive;  grapefruit  production  is 
increasing  in  all  regions  and  promises  to  lead  to  serious  over- 
production unless  consumption  should  be  increased  much  more 
than    is    expected;    in    most    peach-producing    areas    outside 


California  the  prospective  changes  in  bearing  acreage  are 
moderate;  commercial  strawberry  acreage  for  harvest  in  1931 
promises  to  be  considerably  smaller  than  in  1930.  Grape 
growers  face  difficult  marketing  conditions  for  the  next  several 
years. 

"The  general  market  outlook  for  tobacco  is  less  favorable 
than  it  was  a  year  ago.  The  domestic  demand  for  tobacco  has 
weakened,  and  the  foreign  demand  is  only  fair.  Some  decrease 
in  acreage  in  1931  from  the  indicated  high  total  of  2,110,300 
acres  harvested  in  1930,  especially  in  the  flue-cured  and  burley 
areas,  would  favorably  affect  the  market  outlook  for  these  types. 

"Prices  of  by-product  feeds  are  expected  to  continue  at  about 
present  levels  during  the  remainder  of  this  winter  season.  Prices 
of  soybeans  are  expected  to  rule  at  lower  levels  than  in  1930. 
Although  the  consumption  of  beans  is  increasing,  a  heavy 
carry-over  of  this  commodity  is  in  prospect. 

"Rice  acreage  in  the  Southern  States  can  probably  be  main- 
tained at  about  the  present  area  without  depressing  prices  below 
the  1930-31  level.  Flax  has  brought  high  relative  returns  as 
compared  to  wheat  and  other  small  grains  the  last  few  years, 
but  these  levels  are  not  likely  to  continue  during  1931."

Western  Livestock  and  Range  Report,  February  1 

Livestock  on  western  ranges  are  in  very  good  condition 
following  favorable  weather  conditions  during  January,  ac- 
cording to  the  monthly  livestock  and  range  report. 

Ranges. — Western  ranges  provided  more  than  the  usual 
amount  of  grazing  during  January.  East  of  the  Continental 
Divide  most  of  the  ranges  were  open  with  mild  weather  and 
favorable  grazing.  Montana,  Wyoming,  and  the  western 
Dakotas  had  dry,  mild  weather,  which  made  it  possible  to 
utilize  range  feed  and  save  short  supplies  of  hay.  Western 
Kansas  and  Nebraska  had  little  snow  and  Kansas  wheat 
pastures  provided  much  pasture.  Oklahoma  feed  and  pas- 
tures have  been  short.  In  Texas  mild  temperatures  resulted 
in  new  feed  getting  a  good  start.  Colorado  and  New  Mexico 
had  open  grazing  except  in  areas  covered  by  early  snows. 
Much  of  the  winter  ranges  in  Utah,  Nevada,  and  Idaho  were 
covered  by  snow,  requiring  considerable  feeding.  Oregon  and 
Washington  had  open  grazing  but  range  areas  are  very  dry. 
California  has  better  feed  prospects  than  a  year  ago,  due  to 
January  rains.  Moisture  is  needed  in  Wyoming,  Montana, 
the  Dakotas,  Colorado,  western  Kansas,  and  Nebraska,  Oregon, 
Washington,  Utah,  and  Nevada  for  spring  ranges  and  stock 
water.     The  condition  of  ranges  is  83%  of  normal  compared 


with  81%  last  month,  79%  a  vear  ago  and  the  5-year  average 
of  84.5%. 

Hay  and  other  feeds  are  generally  ample  due  to  light  feeding. 

Cattle  on  western  ranges  are  wintering  very  well,  with  light 
losses.  Mild,  open  weather  has  been  favorable  for  cattle. 
Slight  gains  were  made  in  most  sections  except  Utah,  Nevada, 
and  parts  of  New  Mexico.  Thin  cattle  in  Texas  are  beginning 
to  make  good  gains.  Feed  supplies  are  generally  ample  in 
cattle  sections  unless  the  late  winter  is  severe.  Cattle  in  feed 
lots  have  made  good  gains.  The  condition  of  cattle  and  calves 
is  86%  of  normal  compared  with  85%  last  month,  83%  a  year 
ago  and  the  5-year  average  of  87.2%. 

Sheep  are  in  very  good  condition,  as  winter  range  conditions 
have  been  very  favorable  except  in  Idaho,  Utah,  Nevada, 
northwestern  Colorado,  and  a  few  other  places.  Texas  sheep 
are  showing  gains  with  mild  weather  and  better  feed.  Winter 
conditions  have  been  very  favorable  for  sheep  in  Montana, 
Wyoming,  western  South  Dakota,  Oregon,  and  Washington. 
Both  covered  ranges  and  lack  of  snow  in  places  are  shown  in 
Idaho,  Utah,  and  Nevada,  but  sheep  are  generally  in  good  con- 
dition. Sheep  have  wintered  better  than  a  year  ago  in  Cali- 
fornia. New  Mexico  sheep  are  wintering  in  fair  to  good  con- 
dition. The  condition  of  sheep  is  90%  of  normal  compared 
with  89%  last  month,  86%  a  year  ago,  and  the  5-year  average 
of  91.0%.

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Farm  Wages,  January  1,  1931 

A  sharp  increase  in  the  supply  of  farm  labor  together  with  a 
further  decline  in  the  demand  for  farm  workers  forced  the 
index  of  the  general  level  of  farm  wages  for  January  1,  1931,  to 
the  lowest  level  on  record  for  that  date  during  the  period  in 
which  the  index  has  been  computed  quarterly  (1923-1931). 
The  wage  index,  at  129%  of  the  pre-war  level  on  the  first  of  the 
year,  was  21  points  down  from  October  1,  1930,  29  points  under 
a  year  ago,  and  8  points  below  January  1,  1923.  The  seasonal 
decline  of  21  points  from  October  1  to  January  1  was  the  largest 
recorded  between  those  two  dates  and  compared  with  an  average 
seasonal  decline  of  13.9  points  for  the  corresponding  period 
during  the  preceding  five  years. 

Day  wages  of  farm  workers  not  provided  with  board  averaged 
$1.87 "for  the  country  as  a  whole  on  January  1,  while  the  division 
averages  ranged  from  $2.99  per  day  for  the  North  Atlantic 
States  to  $1.25  in  the  South  Central  Division.  Scattered 
reports  have  been  received  indicating  that  laborers  are  willing 
to  work  in  many  localities  merely  for  their  bed  and  board. 

It  is  not  surprising,  therefore,  that  wages  paid  hired  farm 
labor  during  1930  averaged  lower  than  in  any  year  since  1922. 


The  weighted  average  index  of  farm  wages  for  last  year  indicated 
a  level  152%  of  pre-war  compared  to  170%  in  1929,  and  146% 
of  pre-war  in  1922. 

The  supply  of  farm  labor,  as  reported  by  crop  correspondents, 
averaged  113.8%  of  normal  on  January  1,  compared  to  109.6% 
a  month  earlier,  105.9%  on  October  1,  1930,  and  96.7%  of 
normal  a  year  ago.  The  advance  in  the  supply  has  been  due 
to  the  long  continued  decline  in  industrial  employment.  An 
index  computed  by  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics  indicates 
that  the  level  of  employment  in  manufacturing  industries  was 
75.1%  in  December,  1930,  compared  to  79.7%  in  September 
of  the  same  year,  91.9%  in  December,  1929,  and  a  monthly 
average  for  1926  which  equaled  100%. 

Although  a  large  number  of  workers  formerly  employed  in 
manufacturing  industries  are  now  available  for  farm  work,  the 
demand  for  farm  labor  is  the  smallest  in  many  years  due  to  the 
extremely  low  prevailing  prices  of  farm  products.  Demand  was 
reported  at  66.6%  of  normal  on  January  1,  compared  to  68.9% 
a  month  earlier,  75.2%  on  October  1,  and  84.2%  of  normal  a 
year  ago.  The  supply  of  farm  workers  expressed  as  per  cent 
of  demand  was  about  171%  of  normal  on  January  1  compared 
to  159%  a  month  earlier,  141%  on  October  1,  1930,  and  115% 
of  normal  a  year  ago.

Prospective  Utilization  of  1930  Potato  Crop  and 
Merchantable  Stocks  on  Hand,  January  1,  1931 

The  estimated  merchantable  stocks  of  potatoes  held  by 
growers  and  local  dealers  in  the  35  late  potato  States  on  January 
1,  1931,  and  available  for  sale  after  that  date,  amounted  to 
88,954,000  bushels  compared  with  89,684,000  bushels  on  the 
same  date  the  previous  year  and  130,944.000  bushels  on  January 
1,  1929.  Stocks  of  old  potatoes  are  shown  to  be  concentrated 
most  heavily  in  the  western  group  of  so-called  surplus  States, 
somewhat  lighter  than  in  the  past  two  years  in  the  eastern 
shipping  States  and  especially  light  in  the  central-surplus  States, 
which  usually  furnish  a  large  portion  of  the  winter  and  spring 
movement  of  old  potatoes.  In  the  16  late-potato  States,  which 
ordinarily  produce  an  insufficient  supply  of  late  potatoes  for 
their  local  needs  during  the  winter  months,  holdings  are  the 
lightest  in  five  years,  being  15%  less  than  on  January  1  last  year. 

More  than  nine-tenths  of  the  January  1  stocks  this  year  were 
in  the  19  northern  States,  which  normally  have  a  surplus  of  old 
potatoes  for  sale  and  which  originate  almost  all  the  car-lot 
shipments  from  January  1  to  the  end  of  the  season.  Holdings 
in  these  States  were  about  1%  heavier  than  a  year  ago,  being 
estimated  at  81,370,000  bushels  compared  with  estimated 
January  1  holdings  of  80,764,000  bushels  in  1930  and  110,492,000 
bushels"  in  1929.  The  four  eastern  States — Maine,  Vermont, 
New  York,  and  Pennsylvania — were  indicated  to  be  holding 
36,580,000  bushels  or  7%  less  than  on  January  1  last  year. 
The  six  central  States — Michigan,  Wisconsin,  Minnesota,  North 
Dakota,  South  Dakota  and  Nebraska — were  estimated  to  be 
holding  15,676,000  bushels  or  31%  less  than  a  year  ago.     Stocks 


in  the  nine  western  surplus  States  were  estimated  to  be 
29,114,000  bushels,  or  55%  greater  than  on  January  1,  1930. 

The  1930  production  of  potatoes  is  estimated  at  361,090,000 
bushels  compared  with  359,048,000  bushels  in  1929.  The 
acreage  harvested  in  1930  was  not  quite  2%  larger  than  the 
year  before.  As  in  1929,  yields  were  greatly  reduced  by  adverse 
weather  conditions,  especially  in  the  central  States.  The  in- 
crease in  acreage  occurred  chiefly  in  the  southern  States,  the 
acreage  in  other  sections  being  about  the  same  as  in  1929, 
making  allowance  for  acreage  not  harvested  on  account  of  the 
October  freeze  the  past  season.  Production  in  the  35  late-potato 
States  was  estimated  to  be  324,741,000  bushels  compared  with 
325,876,000  bushels  in  1929  and  423,301,000  bushels  in  1928. 

Potato  growers  in  these  States,  at  the  close  of  the  harvest 
season,  reported  that  64%  of  the  1930  crop  was"  of  U.  S.  No.  1 
grade  compared  with  68%  of  the  1929  crop  and  64%  of  the  1928 
crop.  These  estimates  are  probably  not  strictly  applicable  to 
the  entire  potato  production  in  these  States,  but  may  be  accepted 
as  indicative  of  the  relative  quality  of   the   respective   crops. 

Of  the  total  quantity  harvested  in  the  35  late  States  in  1930, 
25,460,000  bushels  or  7.8%,  were  reported  to  be  unfit  for  either 
food  or  seed,  and  were  either  fed  to  livestock,  sold  for  starch, 
or  lost  from  decay  or  shrinkage  before  January  1.  This  quan- 
tity compares  with  16,935,000  bushels  reported  unfit  the  pre- 
vious year,  or  5.2%  of  the  1929  crop.  In  the  19  surplus  States, 
the  unfit  potatoes  were  estimated  to  be  8.9%  of  the  1930 
production,  compared  with  5.5%  of  the  previous  year's  crop, 
and  in  the  16  "deficient"  States  4.6%  compared  with  4.2%. 
The  quantities  of  sound  or  merchantable  potatoes  that  were 
fed  to  livestock  up  to  January  1  were  considered  a  negligible 
part  of  the  total  production.

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Intentions  to  Plant  Potatoes  in  1931 

According  to  the  reported  intentions  on  January  1,  of  growers 
in  all  parts  of  the  country,  the  1931  acreage  seems  likely  to  be 
increased  by  6%.  The  intended  increase  appears  to  be  in  line 
with  the  usual  response  of  growers  to  prices  received.  The 
largest  increases  in  acreage  are  planned  in  the  Southern  States, 
principally  in  the  South  Central  areas.  The  commercial  early 
potato  acreage,  which  supplies  the  car-lot  shipments  from  these 
States,  is  expected  to  be  increased  about  9%  while  the  farm-crop 
acreage,  which  furnishes  home  and  local  supplies,  is  expected  to 
increase  12%.  In  other  States  to  the  north,  this  intention  to 
increase  home  supplies  of  potatoes  is  also  evident.  In  the  16 
"deficient"  States,  the  reported  acreage  intentions  point  to  a 
7%  increase.  The  19  surplus  States  plan  a  4%  increase,  the 
percentage  increase  planned  in  the  eastern  and  western  groups 
being   slightly   heavier   than   in   the   central   group   of   States. 


The  group  of  States  along  the  Atlantic  coast,  from  Virginia  to 
Florida,  report  plans  for  an  acreage  only  slightly  greater  than 
in  1930. 

For  the  various  groups  of  States,  these  early  intention  reports 
have  usually  furnished  a  fairly  accurate  indication  of  the  acreage 
for  harvest  the  coming  season.  For  individual  States,  the  indi- 
cations are  somewhat  less  reliable.  With  no  more  than  usual 
loss  of  acreage  from  planting  to  harvest,  the  intended  acreage 
reported  by  growers  would  result  in  a  total  of  3,583,000  acres. 

Making  allowance  for  variations  in  growing  conditions  from 
year  to  year,  the  yield  of  potatoes  continues  to  show  an  upward 
trend,  the  low  yields  of  1929  and  1930  being  due  primarily 
to  drought  conditions.  Under  average  growing  conditions, 
a  yield  from  118  to  120  bushels  is  probable  in  1931.  A  yield 
within  these  limits  on  the  acreage  now  planned,  would  result  in 
a  production  ranging  from  423,000,000  to  430,000,000  bushels, 
which  bears  comparison  with  the  large  crop  of  420,000,000 
bushels  in  1924.

Cucumbers. — The  intentions-to-plan  testimate  for  the  spring 
crop  in  two  of  the  early  States,  Florida  and  Texas,  is  15%  below 
the  1930  acreage.  While  growers  in  Texas  plan  a  10%  increase 
it  appears  that  a  32%  decrease  will  occur  in  Florida.

Commenis  on  Commercial  Truck  Crops 

Asparagus. — The  preliminary  estimate  of  acreage  to  be 
available  for  cutting  in  1931,  is  about  2%  above  the  acreage 
harvested  in  1930  and  23%  above  the  5-year  average  acreage, 
1925  to  1929.  There  appears  to  be  an  increase  of  3%  in  the 
early  and  1  %  in  the  late  group  acreage  over  last  year.  Increases 
are  reported  in  California,  South  Carolina,  Iowa,  Massachu- 
setts, Michigan,  Pennsylvania,  and  Washington,  while  in  the 
other  States  the  acreage  remains  the  same  as  in  1930  or  shows 
a  slight  decrease. 

Snap  Beans. — A  decrease  of  16%  below  last  spring's  acreage 
is  indicated  by  the  intention  to  plant  reports  of  growers  in  the 
early  group  of  States.  Although  an  increase  of  12%  is  planned 
in  Texas,  decreases  of  21%  and  27%,  respectively,  are  expected 
in  California  and  Florida.  However,  if  present  intentions 
are  carried  out,  Florida  will  have  the  same  acreage  as  the 
average  acreage  for  the  5-year  period,  1925  to  1929.  The  Cali- 
fornia acreage  is  expected  to  be  one-fourth  smaller  and  the 
Texas  acreage  double  the  5-year  average  acreage. 

Cabbage. — The  acreage  now  estimated  for  the  early  group 
of  States  is  about  one-third  greater  than  either  the  1930  acreage 


or  the  average  acreage  for  the  years  1925  to  1929.  A  decrease 
of  2%  below  last  year's  acreage  and  14%  below  the  5-year 
average  is  indicated  by  growers'  intentions-to-plant  reports  for 
the  second  early  group. 

If  the  intentions  in  the  second  early  group  are  carried  out 
it  appears  that  the  1931  acreage  in  the  States  reported  to 
date  will  be  about  one-fifth  greater  than  the  1930  acreage. 
About  40%  of  the  total  commercial  market  cabbage  acreage 
in  the  United  States  was  grown  in  these  States  in  1930. 

Carrots. — An  increase  of  31%  over  the  1930  acreage  is  indi- 
cated by  the  intentions-to-plant  reports  from  the  second  early 
States.  Although  growers  plan  only  a  slight  increase  in 
Louisiana  and  one-third  less  acreage  in  Mississippi,  California 
expects  to  have  a  spring  acreage  54%  greater  than  that  in  the 
spring  of  1930.  Compared  with  the  average  acreage  for  the 
period  1925  to  1929,  the  intended  acreage  in  California  shows 
an  increase  of  220%,  while  decreases  of  43%  in  Louisiana  and 
79%  in  Mississippi  are  indicated. 

The  total  acreage  reported  to  date  as  planted  and  intended 
to  be  planted  for  the  1931  season  is  one-fifth  greater  than  the 
acreage  in  1930  when  about  70%  of  the  total  commercial 
acreage  reported  for  the  United  States  was  grown  in  these 
States.

Tomatoes. — The  spring  crop  acreage  in  south  Florida  is  esti- 
mated to  be  6%  smaller  than  the  1930  acreage  although  it  is  3% 
greater  than  the  5-year  average  acreage,  1925  to  1929. 
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Livestock  and  Meat  Situation,  December 

Meat  production  during  December  from  federally  inspected 
slaughter  amounted  to  1,254,000,000  pounds  and  was  1.0% 
smaller  than  in  December,  1929  and  3.2%  smaller  than  the 
3-year  average  for  the  month.  Compared  with  production  in 
December,  1929,  there  were  increases  of  29.1%  in  lamb  and 
mutton,  14.0%  in  veal  and  6.9%  in  beef  production  but  the 
total  dressed  weight  of  hogs  was  6.2%  smaller.  There  was  a 
decrease  of  almost  9%  in  the  number  of  hogs  slaughtered  but 
this  decrease  was  partly  offset  by  heavier  average  weights  and 
a   higher  average   dressing   percentage. 

The  total  production  of  13,072,000,000  pounds  of  meat 
during  1930  was  4.6%  smaller  than  in  1929.  The  average 
dressed  weight  of  cattle  slaughtered,  however,  was  heavier  than 
in  1929  as  the  reduction  in  numbers  was  1.8%,  whereas  the 
reduction  in  amount  of  beef  produced  was  only  0.7%.  The 
average  dressed  weight  of  calves  declined  somewhat  since  the 
increase  in  numbers  amounted  to  2.4%  whereas  the  increase 
in  veal  production  was  only  1.4%.  Total  lamb  and  mutton 
production  for  the  12  months  was  19.1%  larger  than  in  1929 
and  pork  production  was  8.5%  smaller.

The  tone  of  evaporated  milk  markets  during  January  was 
about  steady  at  practically  unchanged  prices. 

Over  18%  more  evaporated  milk  was  manufactured  during 
December,  1930,  than  during  the  same  month  in  1929  despite 
continued  efforts  on  the  part  of  manufacturers  to  curtail  the 
make,  according  to  a  same-firm  comparison  made  by  the 
Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.  A  similar  comparison  of 
production  shows  a  gain  of  nearly  19%  from  November  to 
December,  1930,  in  comparison  with  10%  in  1929,  and  13%  in 
1928.  Some  milk  which  normally  flows  into  evaporated  milk 
channels,  but  which  had  been  diverted  during  recent  months  to 
butter  and  cheese,  was  no  doubt  directed  back  again  during  De- 
cember because  of  the  rather  unfavorable  butter  and  cheese  prices.

Report  of  February  1,  1931 

Stocks  of  apples  were  reduced  during  January  by  the  equiva- 
lent of  2,129,000  barrels.  The  movement  a  year  ago  was 
1,933,000  barrels. 

The  out-of-storage  movement  of  creamery  butter  was  16,- 
630,000  pounds,  which  compares  with  a  movement  for  January, 
1930,  of  21,705,000  pounds. 

The  average  reduction  for  this  period  has  been  17,711,000 
pounds.  Stocks  were  below  those  of  a  year  ago  by  13,459,000 
and  above  the  5-year  average  by  12,654,000  pounds. 

Holdings  of  American  cheese  were  reduced  by  8,815,000 
pounds.  This  compares  with  a  reduction  last  year  for  January 
of  9,806,000  pounds.  Stocks  exceeded  Febraray  1,  1930,  by 
839,000  and  the  5-year  average  by  4,592,000  pounds.

Total  stocks  of  all  varieties  of  cheese  were  above  last  year  by 
259,000  pounds  only,  and  above  the  5-year  average  by  3,728,000 
pounds. 

Stocks  of  shell  eggs  were  734,000  cases  or  595,000  cases  in 
excess  of  a  year  ago  and  485,000  in  excess  of  the  5-year  average. 

Frozen  egg  holdings  exceeded  last  year  by  31,298,000  pounds 
and  the  5-year  average  by  37,143,000  pounds.  February  1 
stocks  were  equivalent  to  2,154,000  cases. 

Frozen  poultry  stocks  were  reduced  by  3,590,000  pounds  and 
were  less  than  the  same  date  a  year  ago  by  40,229,000  and  the 
5-year  average  by  21,813,000  pounds. 

Stocks  of  frozen  and  cured  beef  were  cut  down  by  nearly 
3,000,000  pounds.  Thev  were  less  than  last  year  by  approxi- 
mately 27,000,000  and  the  5-year  average  by  about  16,000,000 
pounds.

Certified  Seed  Potato  Production  Smallest  in  Four  Years 

Production  of  certified  seed  potatoes,  amounting  to  approxi- 
mately 6,283,924  bushels,  was  about  25%  smaller  in  1930  than 
in  1929,  according  to  information  obtained  from  State  certify- 
ing agencies  by  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.  Pro- 
duction was  about  40%  smaller  than  in  1928,  10%  smaller  than 
in  1927,  but  was  25%  larger  than  in  1926. 

As  in  recent  years,  Cobbler,  Green  Mountain  and  Triumph 
were  the  leading  varieties  certified.  Some  of  the  other  varieties 
in  order  of  the  quantity  certified  in  1930  were  Spaulding  Rose, 
Russet  Rural,  Netted  Gem,  Rural,  and  Early  Ohio. 

Early  movement  was  a  trifle  slower  than  last  year  and  prices 
to  growers  averaged  about  400  a  bushel  lower  than  a  year  ago, 
when  they  were  $1  higher  than  the  year  before.

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Foreign  Crops  zim!  Markets 


WHEAT    PRODUCTION    IN    AUSTRALIA 

Officials  of  the  wheat  pool  of  Western  Australia  placed  the 
production  of  wheat  for  1930  in  Australia  at  202,900,000 
bushels,  according  to  information  received  by  mail,  dated 
December  19,  1930.  That  figure  is  a  60%  increase  over  the 
126,477,000  bushels  officially  reported  for  1929.  An  official 
estimate  for  1930  received  on  January  19,  1931,  through  the 
International  Institute  of  Agriculture,  placed  this  year's  crop 
at  205,000,000  bushels.  A  cable  of  January  9  from  American 
Agricultural  Commissioner  Paxton  at  Sydney  placed  production 
for  1930  at  190,000,000  bushels.  Mr.  Paxton  reported  by  cable 
on  February  9  that  27,500,000  bushels  of  wheat  were  exported 
from  Australia  during  December  and  January,  1930-31,  against 
13,000,000  bushels  for  the  same  month  a  year  ago. 

In  New  South  Wales,  which  produced  about  33%  of  the  total 
1930  Australian  wheat  crop,  production  is  placed  unofficially  at 
60,000,000  bushels  against  34,000,000  bushels  last  year,  Mr. 
Paxton  reports.  Figures  for  that  State,  as  of  February  1, 
showed  that  of  the  60,000,000  bushels  produced,  19,500,000 
bushels  already  had  disappeared  in  domestic  and  foreign  trade; 
10,500,000  bushels  were  in  sacks  at  country  points  and  terminals; 
18,000,000  bushels  were  in  bulk  elevators  and  12,000,000  bushels 
were  on  farms  either  as  seed  or  considerably  under  marketable 
quality.  Mr.  Paxton  reports  that  of  the  other  Australian 
States,  Victoria  accounted  for  about  22%  of  the  1930  national 
wheat  crop;  South  Australia,  17%;  Western  Australia,  26%; 
and  other  States,  2%.  Official  fair  average  quality  of  wheat  in 
New  South  Wales  for  the  1930  crop  has  been  established  as 
weighing  59.5  pounds.  In  Victoria,  fair  average  quality  weighs 
58.5  pounds;  South  Australia,  60.5  pounds;  and  in  Western 
Australia  the  weight  is  placed  tentatively  at  62  pounds  per 
bushel. 

RUSSIAN    WINTER    GRAIN    ACREAGE    INCREASED 

Preliminary  estimates  indicate  an  increase  in  Russia  of  ap- 
proximately 5,000,000  acres  in  the  1930-31  winter  grain  acreage 
over  that  of  1929-30,  according  to  the  official  organ  of  the 
Soviet  Commissariat  of  Agriculture,  "Socialist  Agriculture," 
December  28,  1930.  This  would  constitute  a  5%  increase  over 
the  acreage  sown  in  the  fall  of  1929  which,  according  to  the 
latest  official  estimate  available  from  a  Soviet  source,  amounted 
to  approximately  97,000,000  acres.  This  year's  winter  wheat 
area  alone,  however,  showed  an  increase  of  19%  over  the  pre- 
ceding year  when  it  was  estimated  at  25,172,000  acres.  The 
increase  in  the  winter  grain  area  this  year  falls  short  by  some- 
thing like  50%  of  the  expansion  originally  planned  by  Soviet 
authorities,  as  outlined  in  the  Soviet  magazine,  "Planned 
Economy"  No.  7-8,  1930.  According  to  this  statement,  it  was 
planned  to  increase  the  winter  area  by  approximately  10,000,000 
acres. 

CUBAN  SUGAR  CROP  REDUCED 

The  1930-31  Cuban  sugar  crop  has  been  officially  limited  to 
3,496,640  short  tons  (3,122,000  long  tons),  according  to  a  cabled 
report  to  a  trade  paper.  This  is  a  decrease  of  33%  or  1,734,850 
short  tons,  from  last  season's  production,  officially  estimated  at 
5,231,490  short  tons. 

The  1930-31  crop  is  to  be  distributed  as  follows:  After  allow- 
ing 168,000  short  tons  for  domestic  consumption,  2,886,240  short 
tons  are  to  be  assigned  for  exports  to  the  United  States  ani 
442,000  short  tons  for  exoorts  to  other  countries.  In  allition 
to  this,  1,456,000  short  tons  (1,300,000  long  tons)  of  the  present 
stocks  are  to  be  segregated  and  disposed  of  over  a  5-year  period 
to  destinations  outside  of  the  United  States  at  the  rate  of 
291,200  short  tons  annually.  This  makes  a  total  of  733,000 
short  tons  (655,000  long  tons)  of  sugar  available  in  1931  for 
countries  other  than  the  United  States. 

HIGHER    RATES    IN    NEW    CHINESE    TARIFF 

Foreign  made  cigarettes,  including  those  from  the  United 
States,  appear  to  be  the  item  most  seriously  affected  by  the 
Chinese  tariff  rates  effective  January  1,  1931,  according  to 
Agricultural  Commissioner  Nyhus  at  Shanghai.  On  the  whole, 
however,  American  agricultural  commodities  fared  quite  well  in 
the  new  schedules.  On  cigarettes  made  abroad,  the  aggregate 
taxes  were  changed  from  about  28%  to  33% — 50%  ad  valorem. 
The  change  handicaps  further  the  importing  of  cigarettes 
manufactured  in  the  United  States,  the  volume  of  which  has 
been  declining  as  a  result  of  domestic  competition  and  the  low 
exchange  value  of  silver. 


Summary  as  of  February  16,  1931 

Farm  Prices. — The  trend  of  farm  prices  continued  downward 
through  the  first  six  weeks  of  1931.  On  January  15  the  index 
of  farm  prices  at  94  was  3  points  below  a  month  earlier  and  40 
points  below  January  15,  1930,  and  was  the  lowest  since  January, 
1912.  Since  January  15  declines  in  the  market  prices  of  farm 
products  have  more  than  offset  advances,  and  it  is  likely  that 
the  index  of  farm  prices  on  February  15  will  be  lower  than  on 
January  15. 

General  Commodity  Price  Level. — The  general  level  of  whole- 
sale prices  like  agricultural  prices  has  continued  downward  dur- 
ing the  first  six  weeks  of  1931,  and  in  the  second  week  in  Febru- 
ary reached  the  lowest  level  since  1916.  On  February  10  the 
Annalist  index  of  wholesale  prices  was  only  11.8%  above  the 
1913  level  and  was  25%  below  the  high  point  of  prices  in  Julv, 
1929. 

Business  Conditions. — Business  improved  to  some  extent  in 
January  but  the  improvement  was  hardiy  as  great  as  usually 
takes  place  between  December  and  January.  The  slowing  up 
of  business  activity  in  the  latter  half  of  January  and  the  first 
half  of  February  is  in  line  with  other  indications  that  the  im- 
provement in  business  is  likely  to  be  irregular  and  but  little 
more  than  seasonal  in  the  first  few  months  of  1931.  Significant 
improvements  were  registered  in  the  textile  industry  and  in 
contracts  awarded  for  public  works  and  utilities.  Several  other 
industries  registered  slight  improvements. 

Factory  employment  and  pay  rolls  continued  downward  from 
November  into  December.  There  was  some  improvement  in 
January  but  it  may  not  be  more  than  that  which  usually  hap- 
pens between  these  two  months.  The  improvement  in  the 
prices  of  stocks  and  bonds  is  also  a  hopeful  sign.  The  continu- 
ation of  the  low  rate  of  employment  and  pay  rolls  is  being  in- 
creasingly felt  in  the  demand  for  farm  products,  and  little  im- 
provement  in  the  prices  of  farm  products  is  to  be  expected  until 
business  improvement  is  sufficient  to  provide  increased  employ- 
ment and  greater  earnings  by  industrial  workers. 

CASH    WHEAT    PRICES    FAIRLY    STABLE 

Wheat. — Cash  wheat  prices  in  the  United  States  continue 
fairly  stable  and  considerably  above  prices  in  foreign  markets. 
Foreign  wheat  prices  have  improved  in  the  last  few  weeks. 
This  improvement  apparently  has  been  due  to  improved  senti- 
ment in  foreign  markets  on  account  of  unfavorable  conditions 
for  harvesting  in  the  Southern  Hemisphere,  droughty  conditions 
in  the  United  States  and  India,  and  expectations  of  larger  tak- 
ings of  wheat  by  some  non-European  countries.  Large  world 
stocks  of  wheat  continue  to  be  a  depressing  factor  on  foreign 
prices,  and  there  is  not  now  any  prospect  that  stocks  will  be 
reduced  to  a  normal  level  by  the  first  of  July.  At  present  for- 
eign markets  are  also  affected  by  distressed  selling  by  some  ex- 
porting countries,  particularly  Russia  and  Australia.  The  move- 
ment of  world  wheat  prices  within  the  next  few  months  is  de- 
pendent largely  upon  new  crop  prospects.  A  marked  improve- 
ment in  foreign  prices  would  be  necessary  to  bring  them  in  line 
with  the  present  level  of  cash  prices  in  the  United  States. 

Corn  prices  continue  to  fluctuate  at  low  levels.  The  supplies 
of  corn  coming  to  market  are  small  and  stocks  in  central  mar- 
kets are  small.  Both  commercial  and  feed  demands,  however, 
seem  to  be  relatively  light.  Mild  weather  has  lessened  the 
necessity  of  heavy  feeding  and  thereby  decreased  the  demand 
for  corn  in  many  areas.  No  marked  increase  in  the  commercial 
demand  for  corn  is  in  sight  at  the  present  time,  but  stocks  are 
so  low  that  any  material  improvement  in  demand  probably 
would  cause  a  material  rise  in  prices.  Importations  of  corn 
declined  since  October,  but  if  the  Argentine  corn  crop  should 
turn  out  well — as  now  appears  probable — new  corn  from  that 
country  may  have  a  tendency  to  hold  in  check  price  advances 
in  the  United  States. 

Eice. — Prices  of  milled  rice  in  the  Southern  Belt  averaged 
about  the  same  for  January  as  for  December,  while  rough- rice 
prices  made  some  advances.  .  This  may  result  in  some  advance 
in  milled-rice  prices  in  the  next  few  weeks,  but  rough  rice  prices 
are  not  expected  to  advance  until  present  stocks  in  millers' 
hands  are  reduced  somewhat.  In  California  prices  of  both 
milled  and  rough  prices  made  some  improvement  during  Jan- 
uary. These  advances  may  be  maintained,  but  further  im- 
provement in  the  immediate  future  is  unlikely. 

Hogs. — The  seasonal  upward  swing  in  hog  prices  that  usually 
gets  under  way  in  late  December  and  continues  until  March 
has  not  materialized  because  of  the  business  depression  both 
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here  and  abroad,  and  the  later  marketing  of  hogs  this  year. 
Any  price  advance  that  may  take  place  during  the  next  two 
months  is  expected  to  be  small,  since  both  domestic  and  foreign 
consumer-demand  conditions  are  low  and  relatively  large  num- 
bers of  finished  hogs  remain  to  come  to  market. 

Cattle. — A  further  drop  in  the  demand  for  beef  and  the  de- 
cline in  hide  prices  caused  a  marked  decline  in  cattle  prices  dur- 
ing January  and  early  February,  especially  for  the  better  grades 
of  cattle.  Cattle  prices  are  now  on  so  low  a  level,  in  relation  to 
the  available  supply,  that  further  considerable  declines  are  not 
likely  and  some  recovery  may  result  if  temporary  oversupplies 
can  be  avoided. 

Butter. — The  sharp  decline  in  butter  prices  in  recent  months 
has  been  confined  almost  entirely  to  the  United  States  and  do- 
mestic prices  are  now  as  low  as  world  prices.  In  spite  of  low 
prices,  however,  production  of  butter  continues  heavy  due  to 
continued  mild  weather,  the  low  prices  of  feed,  the  increased 
number  of  dairy  cows  being  milked  and  the  larger  amount  of 
surplus  milk  in  fluid  milk  producing  areas.  The  consumption 
of  butter  continues  low,  because  of  the  low  purchasing  power 
of  consumers.  Although  butter  prices  are  now  at  an  unusually 
low  level  little  improvement  can  be  expected  until  production 
is  curtailed  or  consumer  purchasing  power  is  increased.  The 
seasonal  increase  in  butter  production  begins  in  March,  with 
the  peak  of  production  usually  being  reached  in  June. 

CHEESE    PRICES    MAKE    FURTHER    DECLINES 

Cheese. — Low  cheese  production  has  been  accompanied  by 
a  low  consumptive  demand,  and  prices  have  made  further  de- 
clines. As  this  is  the  period  when  the  seasonal  increase  in 
cheese  production  usually  begins,  and  prospects  are  for  rela- 
tively low  demand  for.  cheese,  little  improvement  in  cheese 
prices  can  be  expected  during  the  next  few  months. 

Eggs. — Under  the  influence  of  especially  heavy  receipts  and 
excessive  storage  holdings,  egg  prices  dropped  to  very  low  levels 
in  January,  and  the  decline  has  continued  into  February. 
Prices  during  the  early  spring  are  not  likely  to  decline  much  be- 
low the  level  reached  by  the  end  of  February.  Unless  receipts 
fall  materially  below  average,  however,  the  weak  demand  sit- 
uation will  tend  to  prevent  an  early  seasonal  rise  in  prices. 

Poultry. — The  seasonal  advance  in  farm  prices  of  chickens,  now 
now  under  way,  was  less  then  average  in  January  due  to  the  rela- 
tively large  receipts.  With  receipts  gradually  diminishing  during 
the  spring  and  with  relatively  low  storage  stocks,  the  seasonal 
price  advance  should  be  about  average  for  the  spring  as  a  whole. 

Iambs. — While  supplies  of  fed  lambs  during  February,  March, 
and  April  will  be  below  last  year,  the  reduction  may  be  more 
evidenced  in  market  receipts  during  the  early  part  of  this  period 
if  the  trend  to  hold  back  shipments  in  the  western  area  continues. 
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67 
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Lamb  prices  during  the  next  two  months  will  probably  be  more 
than  usually  responsive  to  fluctuations  in  the  supply.  For  the 
past  four  months  there  has  been  apparent  difficulty  in  moving 
dressed  lambs  whenever  the  price  of  live  lambs  exceeded  9  cents. 
With  pelt  values  very  low  all  advances  in  five  lambs  has  to  be 
added  to  the  dressed  price. 

Wool  prices  in  the  United  States  continue  to  weaken  in  re- 
sponse to  declines  in  foreign  countries.  At  the  opening  of  the 
London  wool  market  sales  in  January  prices  fell  sharply  but 
many  holders  withdrew  wool  from  the  auction  and  prices  made 
a  partial  recovery  before  the  close  of  the  series.  As  a  result  of 
this  decline  the  margin  of  domestic  over  foreign  prices  for  fine 
wools  became  the  widest  it  has  been  for  several  years.  Con- 
sumption of  wool  during  December  was  less  than  the  low  con- 
sumption of  December  last  year. 

Cotton  market  prices  have  had  a  general  upward  trend  since 
the  middle  of  December,  due  to  the  improvement  in  business 
sentiment  and  to  a  recovery  in  domestic  cotton  textile  activity. 
Some  minor  improvement  has  also  taken  place  in  the  foreign 
demand  situation,  but  exports  through  January  were  still  a 
little  below  last  year  and  stocks  of -raw  cotton  in  the  United 
States  continue  to  increase  in  comparison  with  stocks  at  corre- 
sponding dates  a  year  ago. 
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1  Those  index  numbers  are  based  on  retail  prices  paid  by  farmers  for  commodities 
used  in  living  and  production  reported  quarterly  for  March,  June,  September, 
and  December.  The  indexes  for  other  months  are  straight  interpolations  between 
the  successive  quarterly  indexes. 
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Price  Movements  of  Important  Agricultural  Products 
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This  set  of  charts  is  an  attempt  to  show  at  a  glance  the  price  situation  of  agricultural  products.  The  individual  charts  forming 
the  border  display  prices  which  are  considered  to  be  fairly  typical  of  the  market  price  movements  of  the  major  agricultural  products. 
The  upper  chart  in  the  center  shows  the  movement  of  prices  of  30  farm  products,  and  of  the  grains,  meat  animals,  and  cotton 
and  cottonseed  for  comparison.  The  lower  center  chart  shows  the  movement  of  farm  prices  and  retail  prices  of  commodities 
farmers  buy. 
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
